Upon filing of the affidavit, the
child support resumes pursuant to subsection 1 or pursuant to the terms
of a judgment or order described in subsection 2. A fee may not be
charged for filing such an affidavit.

The elerk-ef-eourtchild support agency shall serve the affidavit by
first-class mail upon the person owing the duty of support. If at any time
thereafter the person owing the duty of support files a motion with the
court, supported by that person's affidavit that the child is no longer
enrolled in or attending high school or is no longer residing with the
person to whom the duty of support is owed, the court shall determine if
the child is enrolled in and attending high school and residing with the
